In 1848 the most provident of the 
people were reduead to meagre rations of flour or corn meal for months, and 
others subsisted entirely upon roots, milk, cheese, game, etc., for a consider- 
able length of time, When an animal was killed for food, every part that

SHEFFIELD CON FERENCE 


— 


A1 will our that on occasion a 
of the Latter-day Saints in Sheffield, last December, the passions of the 
rough element of society in that town were so inflamed by a miserable, low- 
‘lived apostate, whose name we will not honor by mentioning, that the meet- 
ing of the Saints was broken up almost as soon as commenced, and it required 
the utmost efforts of the Elders to preserve themselves from personal violence, 
a task for which, fortunately, they were physically; well qualified. 

There has been no Conference of the Saints held since then in Sheffield, 
until Sunday, August 16th, when arrangements were made for Conference 
‘meetings to be held in the lower room of Albert Hall, a place admirably well 
adapted for the purpose, and capable of seating five hundred persons, with a 
‘standing, capacity, for two or three hundred more, which capacity was fully 
tested at the afternoon meeting. According to appointment Presidents Daniel 
H. Wells and C. W. Penrose were present, and with them were Elder James 
H. Hart, Church Emigration Agent at New Vork, then here on a visit, and 
Elders George Osmond and C. J. Arthur, of the Liverpool Office. 

President Bennion, of the Sheffield Conference, warned by the experience 
‘of last year, had a good force of police present, and subsequent events fully 
Justified the wisdom of the precaution. 

In the forenoon, a priesthood meeting was held in the usual meeting-house 
‘of the Saints, at which instructive addresses were given by Presidents Daniel 
H. Wells and C. W. Penrose and Elder C. J. Arthur. In the afternoon, 
promptly at two o'clock, meeting was called to order in Albert Hall. 

In the meantime, the same contemptible creature who created the disturb- 
‘ance last year put in an appearance on the outside of the hall, where he was 
‘destined to remain, as the police would not admit him, so he harangued an 
ever increasing multitude in the street. So vehement was he in his denuncia- 
‘tion of the Elders that the curiosity of many of his hearers was aroused, and 
they were induced to leave him and enter the hall. An immense audience 
was the result, some appearing to be much interested in the meeting, while 
others were evidently there for the purpose of creating a disturbance. ‘The 
‘scene was a remarkable one and possessed elements of intense interest. 

Elder C. W. Penrose had already commenced to address the meeting when 
the hall was rapidly filling with the crowds who poured in from the outside, 
where the apostate was * working to produce an exactly different 
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result. The hall was packed until the police would admit no more. It was 
difficult at this stage of the proceedings to tell just what would happen next. 
‘The. large assembly was restless and trembled with suppresagd excitement, as 
the leaves of the forest are shaken by the first breath of a coming tornado. 
A large representation of the roughest element of Sheffield was present, 
awaiting but the slightest, signal, or the shadow of. an opportunity to repeat 
the riotous scene of last year and make a rush for the stand. Brute force and 
ruffaniam were there like hounds i in their leashes, ready to howl and rend 
and tear as soon as the apparently slight restraints should be removed or 
weaken i in their moral force. Even the Saints moved uneasily in their seats 
and craned their necks with anxious expectancy at every little unusual 
sound, thinking that the storm was about to burst upon them, so that the 
‘speaker did not have even the benefit of their undivided attention. And 
what were the restraining influences operating in the interests of peace and 
order! On the little platform at the door, from whence a few steps descended 
to the main floor of the hall, some half dozen policemen looked down upon 
the uneasy multitude below them, with keen eyes and calm and determined 
demeanor, ready to spring on the instant to the spot where the outbreak 
might begin. But, evidently, the greatest influence that controlled the crowd, 
was centred in the servant of God, who, sustained by the spirit and authority 
of the Priesthood, stood before them and looked into their eyes with unblench- 
ing earnestness, as he unfolded to them the principles of the Gospel in 
plainness and power, and controlled the multitude with as much ease as an 
engineer would control his engine. Occasionally, when the rough element 
seemed about to break forth into tumult, a timely and energetic rebuke from 
Elder Penrose would restore comparative quiet, and thus the meeting went 
on until the close of the discourse, which was replete with instruction and 
accompanied by the power and demonstration of the Holy Spirit. 

But with the end of the discourse came the end of that moral control which 
had been 80 marvelously exhibited. The meeting was dismissed, and when 
the Elders left the hall, they were immediately assailed with shouts and cries 
.of a most demoniac character. Escorted. by the gallant police, they safely 
made their way to the little meeting-house of. the Saints, in W ces 
Lane, where they took a slight repast. 

So threatening. and violent had been the mob at the close of the. n 
meeting, that many well intentioned hints were given by friends, that it 
would be prudent to forego the evening meeting, but the Elders, having been 
promised protection by the police, determined to hold their meeting according 
to appointment. In the meantime, President Wells was induced, by the 
| persuasions of the brethren, to retire to his lodging and not expose himself 
Again to the violence of the mob who n to direct their fury principally 

t him. 

The speakers i in the evening meeting were Elders Osmond and Hart, who 
were fortunate in having good order and but little of that uneasy and disturb- 
ing influence that had been so well controlled by Elder Penrose in the after- 
moon, The meeting-house was not quite so well filled as before, and those 
who were present were apparently much interested i in the remarks that were 
made. On the outside of the hall the same scene was enacted as in the after- 
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noon. A mob, in which the rough and ignorant elements of Sheffield predom- 
inated, were barangued and lashed into fury by the lying ‘words and wick 
misrepresentations of the before mentioned apostate, and when the meet 
was over, the Elders, on coming out, were again ‘assailed by the midst’ 
‘earthly and hideous yells that ever procéedéd from human throats“ Ag 
‘escorted by the police, the Elders took up their line of march, surrounde . 
and pursued by a howling mob, who now numbered many thousands. ; 
the police never quailed, and when the mob got uncomfortably ‘close, ‘hist 
would push them aside with a vigor that would send them sprawling out of thé 
way, and often with an impetus that would dash them with force against the 
opposite wall of the street. In spite of the threatening attitude of the mob 
and the horrid cries that murdered the peace of the Sabbath evening, and 
which we think are as peculiar to Sheffield as the excellency of its cutlery, 
there was a ludierousness about the scene which was not unappreciated by 
‘the brethren. Elder Hart, who occupied a foremost place in the procession, 
occasionally raised his hat and bowed with a Chesterfieldian grace that could 
not be excelled by the Prince of Wales at a country cattle show, and v 
had the effect of adding a double intensity to the vocal performance of the 
mob. It was not considered wise for the Elders to procéed to their lodgings 
under these circumstances and thereby expose the houses of their friends to- 
‘an attack by the mob, and they therefore ‘took refuge in a police station 
‘until the mob dispersed, when they repaired to their lodgings without further 
molestation. Thus ended another Sheffield Conference. The same influences. 
that broke up the Conference last year were again brought to bear against’ ts. 
in this, but with far different results. Experience caused the Saints to be 
better prepared, and the results were most gratifying. The testimonies of t. 
Elders reached the ears of hundreds who probably would not have h. 
them but for the efforts of the apostate, who, while he succeeded in inflaming 
the passions of the vicious and ignorant, caused many reffecting persons to 
attend our meetings and hear for themselves the principles of our faith. 
The Independent, a leading paper of Sheffield, published a very fair account 
of the riot, but got names sadly mixed up, an error which they might ‘have 
avoided if they had sought information from any of the brethren. We ard 
‘sure that the /ndependent expresses the sentiments of all right+himking peop 
in Sheffield in deploring the manner in which our Elders were treated on 
account of their religion, but we really feel more contempt and pity than 
‘anger at the excesses of the unthinking mob, many of whom were wach 
ignorant of what they were howling at. As a proof of this, we may mentié 
that Elder Penrose had one of the young local brethren alip cautiously 0 
of the procession into the crowd and ask them what was the reason of 
‘tumult, and not one that he spoke to could give an intelligent answer.. 
We look for good results from the Sheffield Conference and we know that 
we express the feelings of all the Elders and Saints who were present, ‘when 
we say that the Conference was an 1 enjoyable one, and that it was good to be

_ ABSTRACT OF CORRESPON DENCE, 


sei ne of Elder James, of this Office, we are permitted to 
publish the following extracts of a letter received by him from Elder A. H. 
Cannon, of Salt Lake City, and dated July 25, 1885:—“ There is great room 
in Ziou at present for faithful, energetic laborers in the cause of truth, for it 
really seems as though Satan had turned his urmies loose upon the Saints. 
Not content: with imprisoning honorable men and compelling others of God's 
noblemen to hide away for a season, because. of their religion, every effort is 
being made to force a bloody conflict between this people and the.govern- 
ment. The basest falsehoods are circulated everywhere concerning us; the 
most wicked construction is placed upon our motives and actions, and the 
most absurd rumors, derogatory to the Saints, are spread and accepted as 
truth by the masses of the people. As a natural result of these infamies, 
Utah is considered by hundreds und thousands of people who have never 
been here as a plague spot, and the ‘Mormons’ as. heathens, worthy only of 
utter extermination... All this, however, it seems is necessary, in order to 
complete the programme prepared by our Heavenly Father. Yesterday, the 
‘24th, passed off very quietly. in this: city, notwithstanding the assertions of 
some outaide bigots that the ‘Mormons’ were preparing to revolt on that day. 
Even the children’s Jubilee, the only thing of interest prepared for the day, 
was postponed. out of respect to the memory of General Grant, and flags hung 
at half mast and business houses were draped in mourning. Thus we, as 8 
‘people, could mourn, without insult to the nation or its flag, as wall the 
death of a warrior, as the loss of religious liberty. The.uprising of the people 
did not oocur, hence the gatling guns and cannons of Fort Douglass, which 
for several days have been leveled on this city, can be returned to their 
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places of storage; the soldiers can be relieved of the sixty rounds uf ammu- 
nition with which they were provided; the ten thousand pounds of cartridges 
received at the Utah Central Depot, om Thursday last, can be stowed away 
until needed for use among a more disloyal people than the Saints, and the 
soldiers, west of the Missouri, need no longer hold themselves in readiness to 
march at ‘a moment’s notice on Salt Lake City.’ Joseph Smith, the leader 
of the Re-organized Church,’ is in Utah, endeavoring, during the present 
persecutions of the people, to increase the number of his followers, but I do 
not think his labors, thus far, have been very successful Of this much, how- 
ever, we can be very sure; he will not gain any true Latter-day. Saint, but he 
may gather some of the refuse of the Church—such aise lanl as have lost the 
Spirit of God and fear the persecution of man.” 

Brrin.—In an interesting letter, dated August 5, 1885, 45 Elder J 20 
A. Smith, of the German Mission, he says:— Have you read anything in the 
newspapers concerning our doings liere lately?! The German publications are 
full of remarks about us. You know we have been leading a very ‘secluded 
life here in Berlin, shunning publicity and keeping in the dark corners, as 
though we had no rights whatever. I found, on examining the German 
religious laws, that we are entitled to protection, as well as other denomina- 
tions, and so determined to bring our doctrines before the public and let them 
hear our side. Three-fourths of the City of Berlin did not know that Mor- 
mons’ were in their midst, and fully one half had never heard of them as 
being in existence. I wrote a pamphlet and had a thousand printed, and 
then placarded the city announcing a ‘Mormon’ meeting and a sermon upon 
the ‘Mormon belief.’ Fully tive hundred persons visited the hall, and it was 
as though a bombshell hud been dropped into their midst. The remarks 
were loudly applauded, although there were some opposing voices. But the 
result has been wonderful. All the newspapers made their remarks upon us 
and advertised our place of meeting, which has been, sinee then, crowded 
‘with strangers. Five have been baptized since the meeting, which is more 
than has been done in the last ten months; and the prospects are good for a 
‘large harvest, as the meetings continue to be thronged: I thought of holding 
another large meeting in a day or two in the centre of the city, for I am cer- 
‘tain much good can be accomplished that way. But a little difficulty has 
‘arisen in connection with a circular which we distributed in meeting, and we 
‘may, perhaps, have to pay a five mark fine (about 5s.), for leaving out a name. 
It was done unknowingly. The prospects are good for a great: work here, 
and at no time have I felt so hopeful or so repaid for my labors. But who- 
ever comes to take charge here must act wisely and discreetly. | Berlin should 
have the best representation we can give, for this. is a chief ‘point in the 
Empire.

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night several strangers were present and the Spirit of the Lord aided me in 
addressing them. Much interest was awakened. On Monday I baptized 
Mrs. Gatherine W. P. Hall, an old lady eighty- nine years of age. She 
rejoiced exceedingly and came from the water full of vivacity and thanks- 
giving, a good example to younger persons. In the evening I had the pleasure 
of baptizing two intelligent and able men, who, I believe, will be a great help 
to the Branch.
